ThcptidplS of British Cblrtnbia, for tho 
!- '• ^ tilof^t part drawn from the more intelli-

CQUutries, have no need tobe educated 
Si '• to that standard of enliyhtened 
prof^'ress w'lieh tlie Ballot may bo ro- 
g£\r.ded as roprescutiug.

■*nc i'^equeiices from its use. The nation 
ij*",«"]3[aa libt long to wait for a trial. A 
better field in some respects f(;r the 
^j^^^f^ent than that presented by the

bonni^'li of Pontefnu't could, indeed.

Bui these ol)jeotions, 
ie&'er weight tliey may liave iu a

The mor- 
bid shyness which is said to have kept 
fiiway many of the Pontefract electors 
»vA -.• Jrom theBallot-boN. does not tiireaten
